SURRENDER NEAR AT HAND 


Insurgents Are Gradually Closing in Around 
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the Philippine City. 
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SPANIARDS ARE ANXIOUS TO GIVE UP 


All of the Suburbs Are Now in the Hands of the Rebels. 


Who Are Still Advancing, Driving the Regulars Be- 
. fore Them Step By Step--Government Troops 
Are Deserting the Islands Daily. 


Manila, June 6, via Hong Kong, June 17.—Spanish power js rapidly and trrevo- 
eably crumbling in the Philippine islands. 
General Rena and a thousand Spanish soldiers have surrendered at 


Santa Cruz. Similar surrenders have taken place at Laguna and at Pam- 
paga, and in each case hardly anybody was killed. 

It is developed that Admiral Dewey is unable to restrain the insurgents, but 
their conduct is satisfactory. There is no necessity for interference, as no ~~ 
cesses whatever have been committed. This is partly due to the merely nominal 
assistance furnished the insurgents. The latfer propose to form a repubiic under 
Anglo-American tutelage and threaten to visit with severe penalties the insur- 
gents who have become turncoats, especially in the case of Paterno, a prominent 
native protege of tne Spaniards. 

There was desultory firing today in every quarter of the outskirts of the town 
with no material result, although there were several artillery accidents and one 
sexplosion which killed six Spaniards and wounded many others. 

The ammunition of the Spaniards is utterly untrustworthy because it 
is old, rotten and has never been tested. The segues are impotent 
with rage, bewilderment and despair. 

The cafes tonight are crowded with officers. with their hands in their pockets, 
eaping vacantly while an intermittent fusilade is visible in all directions. 

Cart loads of food have been stored inside the walled citadel, with the intention 
of standing a siege and defying the American warships. But the idea ig ridiculously 


preposterous, for the citadel, so called, is totally untenable against the fire of a - 


modern fleet of warships.

During the previous night, owing to a misunderstanding, a squad of Spanish 
artillerymen stampeded from Maliete into Manila, causing immense consternation, 
it being believed that the insurgents were storming the city. 

A Spanish officer commanding an outpost at San Juan left his men 
in charge of a sergeant, came-to town and was found helplessly drunk. 
It is reported that he was sentenced to death. 

A gun at malete, while being fired into the woods over the Spaniards’ heads, 
fired a shot which struck a tree and killed several Spaniards. 

There is a story current here this evening to the effect that the captain and 
officers of the German warship Irene went to a picnic on horseback to the furthest 
outpost of gah Juan, accompanied by the highest Spanish staff officers. They had 
a champagne lunch, and the captain of the Irene is said to have made a speech, 
during which he declared: 

“The Americans will never annex the Philippines while William re- 
mains emperor.”’ 

The Germans, it is further said, with their Spanish hosts, might have been 
killed by the insurgents, who had the road to San Juan strongly ambushed. But 
it is further asserted the insurgents had orders to avoid giving a pretext for Ger- 


man fntervention. 


Finally, it is said, the Germans proposed to remove the wounded Spanish sol- 
diers to a hospital ship under the German flag, but Admiral Dewey is reported to - 


have replied that hitherto mediation had always been British, and it must so re- 
main. 

There is intermittent firing on the outskirts of the city in all directions. The 
Spaniards are utterly exhausted by hunger, sleepiness and incessant alarms. They 
have no imformation regarding the enemy’s movements until suddenly attacked. In 
the meantime, they are in constant dread of the populace rising up and attacking 


them in the rear. 
Besides this, in every skirmish directly the retreat begins the native troops

The insurgents avoid disturbing the non-combatants, and English wo- 
men and children are living peaceably and unhurt in the zone of hos-

Reach Cuban Shore- First 


Scene When the FleetLeft Tampa Was 
a Most Inspiring One 


WHARVES THRONG WITH PEOPLE 


Alleghany Commands Third Division 
of the Fleet on Its Trip Across the 
Gulf and Carries the Officer 
Who Will Command the 
Cavalry Troops.

With the Army of Invasion, Headquarters 
Cavalry Division, Fifth Corps, on Board 
Transport Alleghany, Tower Bay, Port 
Tampa, June 14.—This quiet.'sheet of watér 
today is covered with the most formidable 
lot of floating barracks that the United 
States has ever brought together. All yes- 
terday the transports moved slowly about 
off Port Tampa, every eye on board of 
General Shafter’s flagship Seguranca, which 
lay at the wharf in constant communica- 
tiom with General Miles, at the Tampa Bay 
hotel, and through him, with Washington. 
The Plant line steamer Olivetté acted as a 
dispatch boat, and ran in and out among 
the fleet, carrying messages to the com- 
manding officers. 

It was a day of doubt and indecision, and 
no man knew what to expect. iwice before 
the vessels had been ordered to sail, and 
twice had been ordered back. The why and 
wherefore of the shifting orders had not 
been vouchsafed them, and they were as 
m@ch in the dark as to what was going to be 
done with them as are the newspaper read- 
ers in the big northern cities who have been 
receiving so many different sorts of news 
from here of late that they will be justified 
in not believing any of it. The simple truth 
is, that Washington has a string attached 
to this fleet and is reluctant to let go. But 
they must realize that the troops and horses 
and stores will have been on board just a 
week tomorrow, and that there is a limit 
to the endurance of life and fNealth when 
men and mules live together, ; 
Looks Like Business Now. 


The last preparations for sailing were 
made hurriedly, and rush orders were given 
to those in charge of every deétail of em- 
barkation. The newspaper men were ruésh- 
ed on board before daylight. With the rest 
of the crew I was assigned to the Olivette, 
but I have seen enough of newspaper boats 
to know that they are not always where 
news is thickest, and I applied to Major 
General Wheeler, who commands the volun- 
teer cavalry, for permission to join his staff. 


|He consented, and took me on board his 


flagship, the Alleghany, which is one of the 
largest and fastest of the transports, and 


land. 

She carries no troops, but has a very dis- 
tinguished lot of officers. Among them are 
Colonel J. H. Dorst, who successfully land- 
ed the Florida insurgent expedition some 
time ago; Major Garlington, the hero of 
Wounded Knee, whd was almost shot to 
pieces by the Indians; Major W. E. English, 
of Indiana, former congressman and son of 
the late candidate for vice president of the 
United States; General Julio Mestris, of the 


‘Cuban army; Sir Bryon Teighton, an Eng- 


lish -officer, and many others. We carry 
some few Kentucky thoroughbred horses 
and pack mules, but on the whole our ship 
is fully as comfortable and as well supplied 
as any of the big ocean liners. 

Cheers at the Start.

It was a 
blistering hot afternoon and men and ani- 
mals alike lay in such snade as was avails 
able and panted. We could see the ladies 
on shore picking out their husbands and 
sweethearts on beard and signaling to them 
with haridkerchiefs. but the place that was 
torn up yesterday with the busy, rushing, 
excited crowd was as deserted as a summér 
resort.

Tampa, Fla., June 17.—Had it not bee 
for the hasty interference of company /D, 
Second Georgia regiment, a privaté and a 
sergeant. would have met a violent death 
this afternoon at the hands of private Wal- 
ter T. Stewart, of Atlanta. 

Stewart ang another private named Elii- 
ott engaged in a dispute over a canteen 
check worth 5 cents. They agreed to go to 
the bay shore and fight it out, but as El- 
liott walked unsuspectingiy away, Stewart 
seized a gun w‘th bayonet and charged to- 
ward Elliott. whose back was turned. A 
rush was made toward the infuriated man 
and fortunately he was tripped. In falling 
his gun flew from his hands and was se- 
cured by one of the crowd. 

This gave impetus to Stewart's wrath 
and with a stick he made a second charge, 
but was relieved of his weapon by a ser- 
geant of his company, toward whom his 
anger promptly turned. As soon as he was 
free again he seized a heavy grubhing hoe 
and with its keen bright blade raised aloft 
he charged at }he sergeant. 

For a moment an awful fate seemed in- 
evitable and serious injury threatened those 
who were between the flying pair, but 
again the swift foot from behind caught 
the upbifted weapon and wrenchegd it from 
his hands. 

Scarcely had this been done when he es- 
pieqd a hatchet near a tent end again gave 
chase to the sergeant, who ran through the 
crowd, knocking men over an@ dodging to 
escape being tomahawked. Finally Stew- 
art threw the weapon, which struck the 
sergeant on the leg below the knee, making 
@ very painful bruise. Fortunately he was 
wearing his heavy leggings at the time. 

Two hundred men had by this time gath- 
ered in the camp street and Stewart was 
overcome, after much kicking, biting, hit- 
ting and scratching. 

During the disturbance E. H. Sk'!pper, a 
friend of Stewart's, was drawn into’ the 
row and was thrown into a diteh with 
several men on top of him. When he 
emerged his face was bloody and he was 
cursing fearfully. 

Both men were promptly taken to the 
guardhouse and a courtmartial is talked of 
in Stewart’s case.. He was released from 
the guardhouse oenlv last night, where he 
has served twelve days at harg labor.

Washington, June 17.—Major General 
Miles, general in chief of the army, accom- 
panied by Colonel Maus, Major Davis and

Was Promised Place of Major. 
Colonel Bucki, who is a man of wealth and influence, and has earned his 
title through long service in the national guard of New York and Florida, wag 
authorized by Colone] Ray to raise a battalion and was promised the rank of 
major if he succeeded. According to the papers on file with the adjutant general 
he did succeed, and them Colonel Ray, without any excuse and without attempt- 
ing to make any, threw him down. According to the eteries that are eficat 
about the war department, Colonel Bucki is net the only man.who has been 
thrown down by the colonel of the Third Georgia volunteers, It is said 
here that no less than six companfes have been left out in the cold through the 
repudiation practice of Colonel Ray, and there are men in Washington and else 
where who do not like to go on the streets because of the representation they 
made to men they have enlisted, and all on the written authority of Colonel Ray 
himself. The Bucki case is the most prominent because of the prominefice of 
Colonel Bucki himself, and because it is now before the department, and Secretary

From the vapers which Colonel Bucki has filed at the war department, it ap- 

pears that there was some slight hitch between him and Colonel Ray over the 


matter of raising a company here in the district, but that after that was settled 


Colonel Bucki went ahead and raised the four companies he was authoriz to 
do in the south, or at least himself authorized four captains to do so, and they 
had reported results. All had been pleasant between him and Colonel Ray up to 
that time. Then when he went to the war department to report that his men had 
been recruited, he was given what might be termed the cold shake by Colonel 
Ray, who declared that he wanted nothing to do with Bucki or his men, and by 
that action put Bucki and his captains in a most peculiar position. One of these 
captains was Captain Smith, of Rome. He wag compelled to disband his compa- 
ny after recruiting it, and going to a great deal of expense in the operation. 
Others were Captain Thomas, of Savannah; Captain J. W. S!mmonds, of Den- 
mark, S. C.; Captain G. W. Simmons, of Brunswick,, and Captain W. J. Driscoll, 
of Jacksonville, Fla. It is charged that Colone} Ray also threw down some people 


in the district, but that is another story. 
As Colonel Bucki is a man of prominence in military circles as well as business 


circles, and as he has a lot of influential friends in congress and out of it, ne does 
not propose to rest quiet and has filed with the war department a statement of 
his relations with Ray. Colonel Ray’s declaration reported from Georgia, that 
Bucki is irresponsible, has made the latter gentleman insistent upon an investi- 
gation. Both Secretary Alger and General Corbin have telegraphed Colonel Ray 
for his reply to the charges made by Colonel Bucki, which have been submitted ~ 
t# hem. No reply had been received today. Bucki says all he wants is a full and 
complete investigation and if he is in the right wants simple justice done his 
captains and himself. If he is in the wrong, an investigation will easily prove 
this, but if in the right he thinks the promises made by Ray in writing should 
be carried out by the department, 4s all these men are sald to have done a great 
deal of work and spent large sums of money.

Chickamauga National Park, Ga., June 
i.—(Special.)—Wickedness is flourishing on 
these Georgia hills. Riots and crime are 
reigning rampant, and the law is as little 
regarded as the ten commandments. Out- 
lawry has declared itself to be a law, and is 
eoverning the country that hems in this 
big army camp.. Determined efforts on the 
part of the army officials to preserve order 
have failed, because they had no sympathy. 
The combined viciousness of 0,000. soldiers 
is furnishing a kind of concentrated food -to 
the public vice, and the spread of the green 
bay tree is nothing compared to the rapid 
growth of lawlessness here. 

The vigorous crusade against the evil con- 
ditions now beijing made by Governor Atkin- 
son has had immediate effect, but the re- 
sults of the movement are small. The 
of law caused a transiormation of 
the famous midway at Lytle, where tke 


worst of the crimes have been centralized, 


but the midway didn’t suffer much in con- 
sequence. The enterprising keepers or blind 
tigers shut their front doors and knocked 
a few planks off the back sides of their 
shacks. The gambling dens made s:de en- 
trances and continued business. 
were shooting craps and drinking beer 
Within sight of General 
Quarters today, but outside the park. 

Chickamsuga Park has been literally 
in by blind tigers and gambling 
hells. Stretching for mile’ around the park 
are little shanties and tents which heip to 
hide the shameless riotings that are in pro- 
gress here. These hideous little holes are 
all outside the pafk, and are entirely within 
the jurisdiction of ‘the county authorities, 
but they are undisturbed. A few gaps have 
been made in this fence of iniquitous dens 
by the action of Governor Atkinson. None 
of the drinking houses are run wide open, 
but they stjll operate. — 

General Oates in Camp Again. 

General Brooke has issued an order which 
he beliewes will eliminate the worst feature 
of the conditions at the camp. He has or- 
dered that after sunset no women shall be 
allowed within the confines of the park. 
This order is general and sweeping. It in- 
cludes the wives and daughters of the of- 
ficers, and those who have their wives at 
the camp during the day will have to send 
them to the city at nightfall. This order 
can but have good results, though its effect 
is minimized by the close proximity of prop- 


erty not within the jurisdiction of the fed- | 


eral] authorties. 

Revolting scenes are always in order just 
out of Lytle. There the worst element of 
Chattanooga, supplemented by a collection 
of the toughest characters of other cities, 
have gathered to fatten upon the big army. 
They make up a hell to which the young 
eoldiers flock in great droves. Large num- 
bers of provost guards are detailed at night, 
Dut it is impossible to prevent hundreds 
from leaving camp nightly. 

The reckless and desperate characters 
who run the drinking places refuse to be 
downed by the law. It was stated on good 
authority today that a large beer garden 
would be started at Lytle within the next 
few days. Thirty-two waitresses ure al- 
ready on their way from Cincinnati to work 
in the establishment. It is said that con- 
siderable money is behind the movement, 
and that the garden will be one of the larg- 
est in the south. A spot has been selected 
just outside the government property for 
the location of the buildings. 

Judge W. M. Henry, of the Rome circuit, 
and his solicitor general, Hon. Mose Wright, 
were here today.

ALABAMIANS HAN 
OUR MURDERERS 


— Tens Ate Strung to Limbs, 


TROOPS MOVE 100 LAT 


Mob Gets the Prisoners Out of Jal 
Before Militla Arrives, 


FOUR GF THE MURDERERS CONFESS 


The Fifth, They Declared, H#d Noth- 
ing To Do with the Crime and’He 
Was Released—Bodies of the 
Four Riddled with 
Bullets, 


Montgomery, Ala., 
The mob which took the five negroes who 
murdered Mr. Carden, his wife and an old 
man named Carlee last Tuesday—from the 
Wetumpka jail last night hanged four of 
thenr this morning. They decided that «he 
fifth negro was innocent and released him. 
Both the jail storming and lynching was 
done jn broad daylight and thousands of 
persons witnessed one or the other. 

Governor Johnston has hurried a state 
solicitor to Wetumpka, who will swear out 
warrants against each of the several hun- 
dred lynchers, and they will be vigorously 
prosecuted by the state for murder. 

After the jail storming last night the 
mob hurried with their victims in tthe direc- 
tion of the place where the crime was 
committed, elght miles from Wetumpka. 
Half an hour afterwards the troops from 
Montgomery arrived, and after an hour's 
deliberation and delay set out in pursuit of 
the mob. 

Soldiers Outwitted by Lynchers. 

Anticipating their coming, the mobbers 
placed the prisoners in charge of a sub- 
stantial guard, and this guard and twelve 
men, who had been detailed by the lynchers 
to sit as a jury on the guilt or inngcenc® of 
the negroes, were sent off into the woods. 
About half of the mob then branched off 
from the other half and subsequently join- 
ed the guard in charge of the prisoners, 
.while the military continued in pursuit of 
the other half,finally overtaking them about 
daylight, only to find that their chase had 
been fruitless. ; 

That section of the lynching party in 
charge of the prisoners spent the night in 
examining and interrogating the miserable 
wretches and considering the facts in the 
case. The examination was conducted in 
a& systematic manner and with apparent 
regard for fairness. 

The Negroes Confess. 

Finally, about breakfast time, one of the 
regroes, Lotis Spier, broke down and con- 
fessed it all. He said that four of the 
prisoners had entered the dwelling during 
Tuesday night; that he had brained old 
Mr, Carden, while Ham Thompson was 
crushing Mrs. Carden’s skull, and while 
Sol Jackson was cutting old Mr. Carlee’s 
throat. Reese Thompson had watehed at 
the door, and had subsequently secured the 
$1.200 and helped to fire the house. 

Spier exonerated the fifth negro. The 
other negroes c.rroborated the story told, 
and where the stolen money wes hidden. 
Most of it has been recovered today. The 
programme was to chain the negroes to 
trees‘and burn them if they were found to 
be guilty, but fear of the approach of the 
military caused a change in the arrange- 
ments, and they were hanged to two large 
trees about 8 o’clock this morning, the 
lynchers firing several hundred bullets inte 
the bodies as they swung. Half an hour 
later the military found them swinging in 
the air, but no lynchers were nedr about. 

It is a curious coincidence that Carden’s 
aged father and mother were murdered in 
their home, on June 15, 1883, not many 
miles from the place where he and his 
wife were murdered last Tuesday, and 
that on this date, fifteen years ago, their 
negro murderer was hanged by an angry 
mob of their friends. A large number of 
those who helped to avenge the father's 
murder participated today in the lynching 
of the murderers of the son. The military

Incident at School Rxereises in Macon 
Causes Sensation. 


SPEECH THAT WAS ‘OMITTED 


Chairman Nesbitt, of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, Ordered It. 


HE DOES NOT LIKE JUDGE SPEER 


So He Ordered That Some Other Speech 
Be Made—Judge’s Friends 
Indignant. ,

Macon, Ga., June 17—(Special.)—The topic 
of conversation today has been the fail- 
ure of Mr. Sidney Hatcher to deliver a 
Speech at the closing exercises of Gresham 
righ school last night at the Academy of 
Music, which he had gelected and been 
trained to speak, and the subject of which, 
in connection with his name, had been 
published several times im'newspapers in 
Macon and in The Constitution. 

The Gresham high school is one of the 
public schools of the city and is under con- 
trol of the board of edneation, of which 
Hon. R. A. Nisbet, of Macon, is chairman. 

Mr, Hatcher's proposed speech was an ex- 
tract from Judge Emory Speer’s battle 
abbey oration in New Orleans in 1896. The 
newspapers had said Mat Sidney Hatcher 
would speak ‘“‘an extract from Judge Emo- 
ry Speer’s battle abbey oration.” 

When President Nisbet saw this an- 
nouncement he told the management of the 
Gresham high school exercises that he did 
not wish his—Nisbet’s—name to appear on 
the programme of exercises with Judge 
Speer'’s. 

Mr. Hatcher was informed yesterdav 
morning by the principal of the Gresham 
high schoo] that the programme must be 
fixed so as to Keep off Judge Speer’s name. 
Hatcher consented to this, and all refer- 
‘ence to Judge Speer’s name was stricken 
out and on the official programme appear- 
€d simply the words “an extract by Sid- 
Later in the day, how- 
ever, Hatcher was told that he must get 
another speech, as he would not be al- 
lowed to speak the one he had chosen. 
Hatcher declined to get another speech 
at that late hour and so did not speak. 
When his name was reached on the pro- 
gramme last night where the printed 
words appeared, “an extract by Sidney 
Hatcher,’’ no announcement of his name 
was made whatever, and the programme 
passed to the next speaker. When this 
unusual proceeding occurred the audience 
began to inquire the cause and soon the 
reason was ascertained. 

Protest from, Jucge’s Friends. 

A mild sensation was created in conse- 
quence and it has been town talk today. 
President Nisbet has been out of the city 
all day visiting his sons at Camp Northen 
and attending the congressional conven- 
tion at Griffin. A number &f members of 
the board of education say that the objec- 
tion to the name of Judge Speer and the 
elimination of his name was not the action 
of the board and some of them did not 
know of it until last night and others were 
not aware of it until today. 

There has been a general protest among 
the friends of Judge Speer. As an evi- 
dence of this, it can be stated that Mr. C. 
B. Willingham declared today that he was 
willing and ready to hire the Academy of 
Music, at his own expense, for some night 
next week for the purpose of having Hatch- 
er to speak the extract and that he would 
send a special car to Mt. Airy, where Judge 
Speer is spending the summer, to bring 
him to Macon for the purpose of introduc- 
ing Mr. Hatcher on the night he speaks. 
Members of the board of education, who are 
also friends of Judge Speer, called on Mr. 
Willingham today and requested,him ‘not 
to take his contemplated action, but to 
wait and the entire matter would be recti- 
fiel or adjusted. Mr. Willingham will 
await developments. 

It is said it is probable that the board of 
education may hold a meeting to discuss 
the entire incident, and it is also probable 
that there will be a division on the action 
of President Nisbet. 

What President Nesbit Says. 

President Nesbit returned to, Macon to- 
night at 11 o’clock from Griffin, where this 
afternoon the bade several of his sons good- 
by as they left with the First Georgia regi- 
ment for Chickamauga and ithe Cuban war. 

In response to an inquiry from The Con- 
s itution relative to his connection with the 
Speer-Hatcher incident, President Nesbit 
said in part: 

“Yesterday morning I ascertained for the 
first time that young WHatcher intended 
speaking an extract from Judg e Speer’s 
speech, and I called at the office of Super- 
intendent Abbott, of the board of public 
school education, and told him that I, as 
president of the board, did not wish my 
name to appear on the programme with 
Judge Speer, nor did I care to sit on the 
stage and hear a grgduate of the Gresham 
High school speak a piece spoken by Judge 
Speer. I told Superintendent Abbott such 
would be obnoxious to me and other mem- 
bers of the board, and an indignity, be- 
cause Judge Speer does not speak to me 
when he passes me on the street, nor does 
he recognize two other members of the 
board—Judge A. L. Miller and Hon. Wash-. 
ington au. I, as president of the 
board, am responsible for the elemination of 
Judge Speer’s name from the programme, 
and I am sustained in what I did by other 
members of the board. If the friends of 
Judge Speer wish to make a test of this 
matter in he board, I welcome them to it. 
I am confident I will be sustained. Let 


tand.”’ 

Mr. Nesbit would not speak any further 
than this tonight for publication. He has 
been the able and popular president of the 
board of education for years, and formerly 
represented Bibb county in the legislature, 
and for'a long while has been clerk of Bibb 
superior court. Oy June 6th he was renom- 
inated without opposition as democratic 
candidate for clerk. He is vice commander 
of the Confederate Veterans’ Association 
of Bibb, and ‘has contributed three sons to 
the present war.

COUNTY PLURALITIES TO DECIDE IT 


Chicago Convention Reaffirmed in Its 
Entirety—Appointments of Dis- 
trict Executive Committee. 


Griffin, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—The 
nominating convention. of the sixth con- 
gressional district met in this city today, 
and delegates were present from nine coun- 
ties, only Monroe failing to show up. 

The convention was called to order by 
Judge A. L. Miller, who nominated Colo- 
nel G. A. Harrison, of Upson, as chairman. 
Delegate Bailey then proposed the names 
of Douglass Glessner,’ of Spalding, and 
J. A. Fouche, of Henry, as secretaries. 

The committee on resolutions, through 
Hon. Washington Dessau, offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted:

‘Resolved, by the democratic party of 
the sixth, district of Georgia in convention 
assembled, That we adopt, indorse and re- 
affirm the principles as laid down, declared 
and announced in the national democratic 
platform of 1896, and request our represen-- 
tative in congress to support by his vote 
“tahanl effort to enact these principles into

The call for a nomination was then made, 
and Hon. A. O. Blalock, senator-elect, 
responded, and in a most timely speech, 
presented the name of Hon. Charles L.

RAILROADS| AROUND COLUMBUS. 


The Possibility of Another Road Cre- 
ates a Hopeful Feeling. . 
Columbus, Ga,, June 17.—(Special.)—Co- 
lumbus is now agitated over the possibil- 
ity of securing another railroad and with 
it a new route to Atlanta. The contem- 
plated road in itself, as now planned, would 
be short, but it would afford another out- 
let to the world and might be the means 
of placing the city on another ®* through 
western line. There is now ‘n operation 
from West Point, Ga., to a point twelve 
miles below that town, on the Alabama 
side of the Chattahonchee river, a little 
road known as the Chattahoochesa Valley 
Railroad, The advisability of extending 
this railroad is now being considered by 
the citizens of West Point, who are enthu- 
Biastic on the subject. There are two 
points to which such an extension cou!d 
be made—to Columbus and to Ope.tka, Ala. 
The later point, however, ig considered 
merely as a possibility, the plan really pro- 
posed originally, and which is being given 
serious consideration is to build the road 
on to Columbus, possibly carrying it om 
from here to Cobbville, Ala. Abbeville is 
on the Plant system, but it is rather diffi- 
cult of access. It is a rich territory, and 
it has been repeatedly urged that it would 
pay Columbus to build a@ road down into 

that section. 

The distance between Columbus and the 
present terminus of the Chattahoochee 
Valley railroad is about thirty miles. The 
interest taken in the matter by the citi- 
zens of West Point is indicated by the fact 
that a committee from that town paid Co- 
lumbus a visit this week, in order to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the situation, and see 
what aid the citizens of Columbus would 
give in the proposed enterprise. 

There is another feature of the matter 
which is being discussed. It ‘s but a short 
distance, comparatively, between West 
Point and Carrollton, the southern termi- 
nus of the Chattanooga, Rome and South- 
ern. It was originally intended to build 
that, road through to Columbus and is ar- 
gued that with the extension of the Chat- 
tahoochee Valley railroad the gap could. be 
easily filled. 

One very valuable result that would fol- 
low the exjens‘ton of the Chattahoochee 
road would be the gaining of a shorter 
route to Atlanta than is now possessed by 
Columbus. The new road would connect 
with the Atlanta and West Point at West 
Point ang this would give a route which 
would be several miles shorter to the Gate 
City than any now possessed. : 

There is still another phase of the mat- 
ter which is being discussed. 
south Georgia a new road, the Pine nrail- 
road, is being constructed. This road, the 
southern terminus of which connects with 
the Plant system, is to be built to Cuth- 
bert. It is now suggested that it could 
be extended to Columbus, here connecting 
with the Chattahoochee Valley railway, 
and that a new route from the west to 
Florida would thus be established yia Co- 
lumbus.

Surgeon Murray, one of the experts at 
McHenry, Miss., wired an official report 
today that he believes the yellow fever is 
confined to the town of McHenry. Surgeon 
Carter, who has been making a thorough 
investigation in tthat field, reported that he 
thad nearly completed the investigation of 
the places and houses along the lines run- 
ning into McHenry south of Hattiesburg, 
and that there is no fever at any of them. 

The reports also show that the people of 
McHenry are co-operating in the work, and 
there is a daily house-to-house inspection. 
The authorities today’*are very hopeful, 
though by no means confident that the dan- 
ger is passed.

WITH WHEELER 


Continued from First Page. 


on her decks and every incoming and outgo- 
ing train carried and brought messages 
from General Miles’s headquarters at 
Tampa. 

Toward dusk it cooled somewhat and the 
troops began to appear on the decks and 
in the rigging. By 6 o’clock every one of 
the transports swarmed with them and the 
regimental bands came out for their even- 
ing concert. The sound of martial music 
had a quick effect upon the 20,000 cooped-up 
fighting men and they began to cheer. Colo- 
nel Roosevelt’s rough riders on the Yucatan 
climbed up into the rigging and started it 
with three rousing hurrahs and then the 
noise began to rise from the other ships. 
There was no special occasion for the dis- 
turbance, but it seemed to relieve the feel- 
ings of the men to yell and they kept it up 
until the mess horn talled them below to 
supper. 

Another Night of Doubt. 

When it became apparent that there was 
to be no further progress -made before 
morning the tired officers turned in, but 
most of the men stayed up on the decks 
and sung songs until late at night. At 
dawn we were awakened by the hoarse or- 
ders shouted through. a megaphone from 
a dispatch boat close on our port side, and 
an electric spark ran through the ship as 
everybody listened to the conversation. 

“On board the Alleghany,’’ shouted the 


dispatch boat. 
“Aye! aye!’ yelled back our officer of the 


watch. 

“Take on a pilot and move down to the 
entrance to the bay at once. Troop ships 
will rendezvous there.” 

Willing hands hoisted a plot-wanted sig- 
nal and by the time we were dressed and 
on deck we had one on board. Just as the 
sun was coming up over the Florida shore 
we began to move and a few minutes later 
all the vessels of the third division—which 
the Alleghany commands—swung in behind 
us. The Comal and the Alamo were di- 
rectly in our wake and then came a dozen 
others too far off for us to make out their 
names. The first and second division ships 
were all getting up steam and as the Alle- 
ghany led down the bay through the tor- 
tuous channel there was a line of transé- 
ports back of fier for ten miles. The 
cheers of the night before were nothing as 
compared to those which rang out when 
the water began to break into foam under 
the wake of the big steamers, the half- 
dressed soldiers shouting themeelves hoarse 
when they found that they were actually 
off at last for the gulf. 

Off to the Lower Bay. 

The run down ‘to this point was unevent- 
ful, but it surprised us a good deal to find 
on our arrival at the convoy of warships 
we expected to meet out here consisted only 
of the little gunboat Helena, which was 
cruising about off the mouth of the bay. 
It was a disappointment as well as a sur- 
prise, too. But we forgot both 
presently in watching the transports 
come pouring down from the harbor, each 


one steaming sut near to where we 


were and dropping anchor. It 
was a most inspiring sight, 


arrived the sun-sparkling waters for a 
mile in all directions was covered with 
black boats with amass od humanity 
banked along the rails of every deck. 

The Seguranca did not put in an ap- 
pearance for some time and the prospect 
of another long wait-was sufficient to send 
hundreds of the soldiers into the water 
for the first bath they have had for a 
week. They swam from one ship-to anoth- 
er, played all sorts of pranks, raced, 
tumbled and disported themselves in all 
sorts of ways for an hour or more, The * 
officers got up pools as to where the fleet 
was bound, and ours may be of sufficient 
interest to print.

A PLAN IS NOW BEING CONSIDERED 


The Charities of Atlanta To Be As- 
sisted by Teams of the 
City League. 


TLANTA’S baseball league is con- 
A sidefing a plan whereby it expects to 

do a great good and give material aid 
t> the different charities of Atlanta. The 
plan so far is only being discussed by the 
Girectcrs, but if the different charities 
will afd in the matter there jis no doubt 
but what the directors wil} put their idea 
into operation and before the season is 
over they will have made the league a 
benefit to the city as well as affording a 
very healthy class of amusement during 
the summer months. 

When the league was started it was not 
its purpose to make money and the small 
price of 10 cents admission was charged 
to keep and undesirable element away 
from the games and to pay the necessary 
expentes. But the league has been such 
a great success that even at the small price 
charged the receipts have been far in ad- 
vance of tile expenditures, At the Batur- 
day games 10 cents is charged at the gate 
and another 10 cents at the grand, stand. 

The idea of the directors is to make the 
price of admission to the gate and grand 
stand 25 cents and give half of the pro- 
ceeds of the game to the different charities 
of Atlanta, selecting a different charity, 
ones that will help, on the different Sat- 
urdays. The 10 gents admission to the 


grounds will not be changed, so that those 
who desire to go and sit on the bleachers 


may do so for the regular price. The ad- 
ditional 5 cents that it will take to get tn 
the grand stand will not amount to much 
and those who patronize the game will 
spend 25 cents as cheerfully as they will 
% cents. Twenty-five-cent tickets will be 
printed for the Saturday games and these 
will admit to the grounds and grand stand. 
The directors will select the different chari- 
ties to be benefited and all that these 
organizations will be called on to do will 
be to sell tickets in advance of the game. 
This will be no trouble to them, and the 
money that they will receive and the 
pleasure of attending the games will more 
than compensate them for their efforts in 
the matter. 

The recéipts at the Saturday games so 
far have ranged from $0 up and even if 
they do not improve on this, which they 
undoubtedly will do, taking into considera- 
tion the slight increase in price and the 
efforts of the ticket sellers, the chari- 
ties to be benefitted will recé¢ive quite a 
If the 
charities that desire to help in the matter 
and receive the benefits, will communicate 
with any of the directors or with President 
Joyner; of the league, their names will be 
put on the list and they may learn any 
further particulars. 

Directors Meet Today. 

There will be an important meeting of 
the directors this afternoon promptly at 
3:30 o’clock at Brisbine park in the di- 
rectors’ box immediately before the gama, 
The above plan. will be discussed by them 
and it is more than probable that they 
will edopt i, If the plan is adopted, next 
Saturday the first charity game will prob- 
ably be played and some worthy cause as- 
sisted. The directors are all strongly in 
favor of the plan and it is thought that 
it will only take a meeting for them to 
adopt it. 

Another important matter to be decided 
this afternoon is the question of grounds. 
Nearly all of the clubs in the league have 
protested against playing at Piedmont 
park on account of the roughness of the 
grounds at that park. At the first of the 
season it was thought best by the directors 
to divide the games between the two parks, 
but as the crowds at Piedmont park have 
not been satisfactory it is thought quite 
likely that all of the games hereafter will 
be played at Brisbine. Th's matter will 
be decided by the directors at the meeting 
this afternoon. Matters concerning the 
different players composing the teams of 
the league will also be decided and the 
president of the league requests that all 
of the directors be at the meeting at- 3:30 
o'clock.

The game at Brisb'ne this afternoon will 
be between the Press team and the City 
Hall team.

He stated that he could 
give the committee no answer at that time, 
but would think the matter over last 
night 

Last night when he reached his home in 
Marietta he stated to his friends that he 


‘cokld not accept-the nomination, as he was 
out of politics. His friends, however, say 
/that he will not be able to decline the 


nomination, as every effort will be made to 
urge him to accept. They say that in the 


“4nterest of -harmony and for the good of 


the party he can’t decline. It is gen- 
erally believed that sufficient influence will 
be brought to bear upon him to cause him

The Result if He Declines. 

The result, in the event Colonel Nesbitt 
positively declines the nomination, would 
be that another convention would be called 
and another nomination made. 

“We hope Colonel Nesbitt will accept,”’ 
said Mr.. Albert Howell, Jr., last night. 


*ssO¢ course, in the event he should positive- 


ly decline to accept, the executive commit- 
tee would be called together and another 
convention would be catfed. This would 
not affect the action of the convention yes- 
terday, however, relative to the system of 
naming senators, as the resolutions ar- 
ranging for this have been adopted.’’ 

A number of Colonel Nesbitt’s friends 
who were seen last night stated they would 
urge him to accept, as they believed this 
action would be the logical solution of the 
matter and would greatly facilitate affairs. 

What Colonel Nesbitt Says. 

‘Marietta, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—When 
Colonel Nesbitt reached the city on the 
evening train, the news of his nomination

“eager to congratulate him upon the honor 


which had been conferred upon him, and 
to assure him of their earnest support. 

Colonel Nesbitt was very much affected 
by this demonstration of indorsement on

“T am out of politics,” said the colonel,

Breaking of the Deadlock. 

At the morning session of the convention 
it was seen that the deadlock would be 
broken when Mr. Dobbs, of Cobb county, 
broke from the ranks of his Qelegation and 
voted wit? Fulton, carrying a resolution 
which had been amended so as to give Ful- 
ton the senator for two terms, Cobb for 
one term and Clayton for one term. The 


resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, this convention has adopted 
resolutions contemplating the rearrange- 
ment of the thirty-fifth senatoria)] district 
So that the county of Fuiton shall consti- 
tute said district; therefore, he it 

“Resolved, That the members of this con- 
vention use all their efforts to secure the 
passage of a bill carrying the purpose of 
said resolutions into effect. Be it 

“Resolved further, That should said bill 
fail to become a law, and shoa!d the dele- 
gates from Fulton counry to this convention 
agree.upon a Cobb county, democrat for the 
nominee of this convention to represent the 
thirty-fifth senatorial district under. the 
former rotation plan, that this convention 
adopt as a basis of rotation, after the term 
of said Cobb county nominee, and to be 
effective until said county of Fulton shall 
constitute the thirty-fifth district, the fol- 
lowing plan: The democratic candidates for 
senator of the thirty-fifth district for the 
next two terms to be selected from the 
democrats of Fulton county; for the fo!- 
lowing one term, from the democrats of 
Cobb. county... and for the following one 
term from the democrats of Clayton county. 

‘‘Be it further resolved, That should the 
Fulton delegates to thtS convention agree 
upon a Cobb County democrat as the nom!i- 
nee of this convention, then each or the 
members of this convention shall pledge 
himself to use his best efforts to carry into 
effect thd agreement set out in this resolu- 
tion as to the establishment of a just and 
equitable system of rotation,’ 


During the morning Mr: Dobbs said he | 


would vote for Mozley as long as there was 
any chance of nominating, but that he in- 
tended to look to the interests of the party 
as he went along. This was a ‘ray of hope 
and showed that if it was_made certain that 
Mozley could not be nominated the Cobb 
delegation would ‘be split. This came true 
later in the day. 
Nesbitt Is Nominated. 

When the canvention met at. 3 o'clock 
it was evident. that a 
nomination would be made and the deadlock 
broken. When the various delegations en- 
tered the room after lengthy conferences 
it was seen that the matter had been set- 
tled. The Clayton delegation held out for 
Mozley to the last and with the exception 
of Mr. Hutchinson refused to make the 
nomination of Colonel Nesbitt unanimous. 

When the secretary was told to call the 
roll of counties Fulton qast six votes for 
Nesbitt. Mr. Glover, uf Cobb, arose when 
that county was called and cast two votes 
for Nesbitt and two for Mozley. In voting 
he said: “I cast my vote for Mr. Nesbitt 
in the interest of party harmony and be- 
cause the Fulton delegation has stated on 
this floor that it will never vote for Mr. 
Mozley.”’ 

Mr. Dobbs took the floor and said: ‘‘The 
matter has come to the stage where the 
democratic party of Cobb county is at 
stake. I cast my voté for Nesbitt in*the in- 
terest of the democratic party.” 

Mr. Griffin, of Cobb,/said: “I shall never 
cast my vote for any other man than Cobb 
county’s choice as expressed in primary. 
We came here instructed to vote for Mozley 
and I for one want to go on record as 
voting for him.” 

Mr. Blalock cast the vote of Clayton for 
Mozley, stating that the Clayton delegation 
came to the convention to vote for Mozley. 


Would Not Make It Unanimous. 


Mr. Howell, of Fulton, made a motion 
to make the nomination of Colonel Nesbitt 
unanimous, stating that he had never seen 
such an example of manhood and fealty 
as that displayed by the Cobb and Clay- 
ton delegations to Mr. Mozley. The names 
of the delegates were called on this motion, 

Fulton cast six votes favorable, Of Clay- 
ton’s delegation Mr. Blalock would not 
vote, Mr. Watterson voted ‘‘n@’’ Mr. 
Hutchinson voted “yes” and Dr. C*rtis 
voted “no.” Of the Cobb delegation Mr. 
Dobbs voted ‘‘yes,”” Mr. Glover voted 
‘““ves,"" Mr. Kemp voted “yes” and Mr. 
Griffin would not vote. 

A committee consisting of Mr. Howell. 
of Fulton; Mr. Dobbs, of Cobb, and Mr. 
Hutchinson, of Clayton, was appointed to 
notify Colonel Nesbitt of the action of the 
convention. 

A committee of six reported the follow- 
ing executive committee for the ensuing 
two years and they were unanimously 
elected: > 

From Fulton—W. A. Fuller, Frank P. 
Rice, Fulton Colville, Howard Williams. 
From Cobb—J. Z. Foster and E. P. Dobbs. 
From Clayton—A. P. Adamson and R. M. 
Laseiter. 

The convention then adjourned sine dle. 

The Morning Session. 

The morning session was called to order 
after the delegations 
whispered consultations 
and tried in vain to reach an agreement. * 

On a ballot having been taken the result 
stood six for Mozley and six for Hill. Mr. 
Howell then offered an amendment to the 
resolution, which was turned down on the 
previous day, .and which called for a 
change in the rotation system. The amend- 
ment gave the benator to Fulton twice in 
succession, Cobb once and Clayton once, 


| the term of the senator to be elected from 
' Cobb this time and Fulton to have the 


scnator next time. 

It was thought that this would be lost 
but Mr. Dobbs, of Cobb, saved the day by 
casting his vote for Fulton and the regolu- 
tion was passed by one vote. It then seem- 
ed certain that the deadlock would be 
easily broken. 

Howell Names Nesbitt. 
Mr. Howell then nominated Colonel R. 


| T. Nesbitt, af Cobb county, and was sec-

y 


onded by Mr. Colville. Mr. Griffin, of Cobb, 
took the floor and said that while he had 
the highest regard for Colonel Nesbitt and 
had perfect confidence in him, he was not 
the choice of Cobb, and he for one, would 
not vote for Nesbitt. 

Judge Watterson, of the Clayton delega- 
tion, made a talk for Mozley in which he 
called on the members of the convention’ 
to act like democrats. 

Mr. Howell addressed the convention and 
said the delegates were there to save the 
party and not to sink it. He said Mozley 
was too good a man to ask that the party 
suffer for his own personal interests and 
he moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to call on Mr. Mozley and ask him 
to withdraw hig name from the convention. 

Mr. Glover, of Cobb, said he had been 
sent there to vote for Mozley and he in- 
tended to vote for him as long as his name 
was before the convention. Dr. Curtis, of 
Clayton, said that as long as Cobb's dele- 
gation voted for Mozley he woutd. 

Mr. Howell then withdrew the motion 
in order to give the convention an oppor- 
tunity to vote for Mr. Nesbitt. Mr. Dobbs, 
of Cobb, whose vote passed the resolution 
offered by Fulton, said he was sent there 
to vote for Mozley and would vote for him 
as ne as he saw any chance of the con- 
ventidn nominating him. He said that he 
intended to look to the interest of the par- 
ty as he went along. 

This statement on the part of Mr. Dobbs 
disclosed the fact that the deadlock might 
be broken. 

A ballot was then taken which resulted in 
a tie. Fulton voted for Nesbitt and Cobb 
and Clayton cast their ballots for Mozley. 

Mr. Griffin then moved for an adjourn- 
ment until 2:30 o’clock in view of the fact 
that there were two Cobb county men be- 
fore the convention. This motion was lost 
and the balloting continued. Finally the 
Fulton delegation, seeing that the deadlock 
was likely to be broken, agreed to an ad- 
journment tuntil 3 o’clock. 

The meeting in the afternoon resulted as 
has been told.

IS DISHONORABLY DISCHARF ED. 


Private Ringland in First Georgia Reg- 
iment Is Found Guilty by Court- 
martial Sitting at Griffin. 

Private C. E. Ringland, of the First 
regiment, has been dishonorably discharged 
from the service. and was sentenced to 
two months’ hard labor by the courtmartial 
recently held at Griffin, but the latter pun- 
ishment has ‘been remitted by General 
Brooke. 

The charge against Ringland is larceny, 
he heving been caught, it is alleged, in 
some unsoldierly act. The following is the 
order isued from the department headquar- 
sters June 13th: 

“Private C. E. Ringland, company A, 
First Georgia infantry, United States vol- 
unteers, having been tried by a general 
courtmartial convened at Camp Northen,

The confinement awarded is remitt As 
thus mitigated the sentence will be duly

Regiment Passed Through,

Prolonged Cheers from Immense Crowd 
Greet Them here. 


TRAINS HUARIED THROUGH THE CITY 


Friends Are Disappointed, as No Op- 
portunity Was Given To Say 
Goodby—Men Are in Fine 
Condition and 


' Happy. ’ 


ONE THOUSAND PROPLE, MOTHERS, 
sisters, sweethearts, fathers, brothers and 
friends of the boys of the First Georgia 
regiment gathered at Mitchell street cross- 
ing between 7 and 8 o’clock last night to 
see them, and if possible speak a few words 


of cheer and encouragement to them. Their¢ 


vigilance was, however, rewarded by dis- 
appointment, as the trains went through 
the city at the rate of severa!] miles an 
hour ang nothing could pass between the 
soldiers and their dear ones but prolonged 
cheers, which were loud and lusty. 

Only one train stopped any length of 
time and this was the last one, containing 
Colonel Lawton and the: third battalion. 
The officers secured supper here and in a 
short time after their arrival were speed- 
ing to their destination—Chickamauga. 

The entire regiment and two ltght bat- 
teries passed on five trains, carrying all 
the paraphernalia and equipment belonging 
to the soldiers, the horses of the officers 
and the mules for the batteries. The trains 
were much later than it was expected they 
would be, but the crowa that was at the 
crossing early in the evening increased in 
number, unf{l it was a mass of women, 
men and children, who wanted to get a 
glimpse of the men who are expected soon 
to be fighting the Spanish enemy. 

The men were cheering long before they 
came to the crossing, where the people 
were, and continued to yell until the last 
light of the city had faded from view. 
When the crossing was reached the men 
climbed half out of the windows of the 
ears and waved their hats and handker- 
chiefs, all the time keeping up a continued 
ear-splitting cheer as a welcome to the 
Atlantians. 

Every one seemed of the best humor and 
the men in their handsome new uniforms, 
with their equipments and guns, made a 
magnificent appearance. They were the 
rea] soldters and those who saw them were 
very agreeably surprised with the business- 
like air an@ the genuine martial} spirit that 
was evident among the men. 

Band Plays Patriotic Airs. 

The regimental band played patriotic airs 
while Colonel Lawton’s train was stopped 
and this gave added patriotism to the 
crowd and brought forth more cheering. 
On each train was attached a sleeper for 
the officers, while the men were amply pro- 
vided for in the coaches. Every car was 
filled, from thé first, which carried the bag- 
Gage, to the last, and every available open- 
ing, including the platforms, was occupied 
by men who threw hisses and raised their 
hats to the jJarge number of ladies that 
were in the great crowd. 

The trains came over the Central and the 
Southern, being equally divided between 
them. There was from ten to fifteen 
coaches attached to each. On them were 
several cars carrying the freight. Three 
cattle cars were in the artillery trains car- 
rying the mules and horses for the guns of 
the batteries. 

Trains Run Rapidly. 

It was thought by those who gathered at 
the crossing that the trains would make a 
short stop there and the soldiers would be 
given the opportunity to say a few words 
to their friends, but imstead the trains, 
especially over the Southern, stopped at 
the south yards and when they went over 
ths crossing it was at the rate of about ten 
miles an hour. 

The trains on the Central ‘stopped on 
the Magnolia street bridge and a number 
of the crowd went there. Colonel Lawton’s 
train waited in the yards for the. officers 
to finish their supper and was then hur- 
ried. on. 

Each train carrie@ a battalion and was 
under the command of the major of that 
battalion The first ccarried Lieutenant 
Colonel Brooks with companies B, D, E, 
and I, and the second train carried the 
Second battalion, composed of companies 
C, H, G and M, and the third train car- 
ried the Third battalion, with companies 
H, F, K and L. 

The other two trains carried the Mght 
batteries B and A, commanded by Captain 
Walker, of Gavannah, ang Captain Brad- 
ley, of Atlanta. 

The trains began to leave Gr'fffn yester- 


dey afternoon about 5 o'clock and mede

the trip as rapidly as possible. The men 
and officers were much pleased with the 
change, as they are anxious to get where 
there is more life and activity, they say. 
Colonel Lawton said that the men were 
in magnificent shape and were well equip- 
ped for the trip. 

“I am pleased,” he said, ‘“‘with the change, 
as I believe the men are. They are now 
prepared, being fully equipped and armed,

fais soldiers. The men are all well and 
we will make the trip to Chickamauga 
with great ease. We will. arrive tomorrow, 
morning.” 

Colonel Lawton said in regard to the re- 
ported robberies that had been alleged to 
have been comnm®tted at the camp on 
Thursday night that there was no truth in 
them.

What Lombard street cannot under- 
stand is that a member of the British 
cabinet should be so stupivt as to fail to ap- 
preciate the fact that, although the clos- 
ing of the Indian mint to silver was for 
political effect in the United States at a 
critical moment, it has resulted in a 
condition of affairs in India which, how- 
ever desperate and disastrous so far as 
that country is concerned, is perfectly 
satisfactory to Lombard street, to the 
banks, to the City. 

And the City will have its way. In- 
dia may or may not reopen its mint to 
silver, but the gold standard will not 
be established there until the City 
changes its mind. 

What China Offers. 

Mr. Charles Denby, the diplomatic 
representative of the United States at 
Pekin, China, writes that the opportuni- 
ties for trade expansion which the ex- 
isting status of affairs in the Mongolian 
empire offers are exceptionally bright, 
and that efforts should be made without 
delay to extend the. demand for our prod- 
ucts in that direction. 

This distinguished official states that 
China is undergoing rapid developmens, 
and that her trade is yearly becoming 
more valuable. Within the last few 
months he states that large purchases of 
locomotive engines, mining plants and 
mechanical outfits of other kinds have 
been purchased in different markets, and 
that in view of the agencies of progress 
which are now at work in China, it is 
likely that her demand for these prod- 
ucts will be considerably increased, Mr. 
Denby argues that since no country on 
the globe enjoys greater industrial pres- 
tige than does the United States, there 
is no reason why the United States 
should not command China’s trade at 
least with respect to the products men- 
tioned. But going still further, he states 
that by taking some little trouble we 
could easily convince China that it would 
be immeasurably to her interest to pur- 
chase most of her foreign supplies in the 
United States. With the rapid building 
of railways which is.now going on in 
the empire. together with the opening of 
internal streams to navigation, Mr. Den- 
by states that American agents will find 
it much easier to canvass China’s trade 
and to arouse her interest in American 
products.

Suffice it to say 
that too much credit cannot be bestowed 
upon the gallant officer, 

But this is not the only picturesque 
episode of the present war in which 
Lieutenant Blue has (figured. Some 
three or four weeks ago, at the head of 
a small party of intrepid followers, Lieu- 
tenant Blue succeeded in pushing his way 
through the Spanish lines in Cuba and 
in holding a conference with the msur- 
gent leader, General Gomez. From Gen- 
eral Gomez the adventurous officer ob- 
tained important information with re- 
spect to the strength of both the insur- 
gent and the Spanish forces on the 
island. The quality of courages Lieu- 
tenant Blue seems to be little re if 
not fully abreast with, Lieutendnt Hob- 
son. 

This gallant officer comes from one of 
the oldest families of the Palmetto State, 
and is southern to the core. His father, 
Colonel. John G. Blue, was one of the 
most fearless officers in the confederate 
army, while his grandfather, Colonel 
John Blue, achieved distinction in the 
war of 1812. Two of his ancestors were 
soldiers in the revolution. 

Thus far the south has carried off 
some of the bravest laurels plucked in 
the present war. With the achieve- 
ments of Ensign Bagley, Lieutenant 
Hobson and Lieutenant Blue heralded 
throughout the world, she has abundant 
cause for congratulation.

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POLITICS IN GEORGIA 
AS SEEN FROM AFAR

Washington, June 15.—In the absence of 
real War news the southern contingent 
here at the capital has found a topic for 
prulifiic discussion in the primary elections 
which have just come off in Georgia. The 
“empire state” is the center of the south 
politically as well as geographically and 
industrially, and a campaign in Georgia 
‘is very much a local issue to every south- 
erner; in this particular contest the inter- 
est has been greater than ordinary, for 
there was involved in jt, as conditions hava 


mere possession of the offices. 

The “one-eyed plowboy of Pigeon Roost’’ 
has won, hands down, the contest for the 
governorship, and there is much rejicing 
the friends and followers of that 
eminent Georgia statesman in consequence. 
The “one-eyed plowboy,” you must know, 
is Allen D. Candler, who served several 
years’ in congress and who is remembered 
ii. Washington principally from the fact 
that kre had défeated the brilliant Emory 
Speer. Not that this is his only claim to 
fame, for he made a good member and was 
recognized as a man of worth; but his de- 
feat of Speer was an event in the political 
history of the gouth. 

Sal o * * 7 

Speer is now a United States district 
judge down in Georgia. Then he had, by 
the brilliance of his campaigning, broken 
the solidity of the democratic congressional 
delegation from that state and had come 
here as the representative of the district 
for which Ben Hill had stood beore his ele- 
vation to the senate. Speer was an inde- 
pendent. The interests of the democratic 
party ef Georgia and the south gemanded 
that independentism be crushed, and Allen 
Candler was chosen as the man to lead the 
fight. 

Speer is big, handsome, magnetic, a mag- 
nificent orator; he is a gentleman, an aristo- 
crat. Candler is not pretty. He is a little 
short fellow who chews tobacco, has a vig- 
orous flow of ‘“‘cuss” words, and has no 
frills on his language or his lingerie. A 
federal bullet closed an eye fcr him in the 
early days of the civil war, but he fought 
through to the end. He made no pretense 
at oratory, but the buzzsaw has not been 
forged that he was afraid to go against. 
That Speer-Candler campaign was one of 
the most famous of the ‘many fights that 
have illumined Georgia. The district is 
in the mountains. Every foot of ground 
was fcught over. Speer had an enthusiastic 
following that was willing to go with 
him to the death, but Candler got closer 
to the masses of the people and gcored a 
brilliant victory. 

The “one-eyed plowboy’’—how those 
Georgians do love nicknames—served three 
terms, I believe, and then refused renomi- 
nation. He devoted himself to business en- 
terprises for some years, and then got back 
into public life through an altogether un- 
sought-for appointment as secretary of 
state.

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THE INTERNATIONAL BANK. 


Senate Passes the Bill by a Vote of 
Twenty-Six to Twenty-Three. 
eter nivecs June 17.—The foreign rela- 
ons committee, through Sénator Davis, 
the chairman, teday reported favorably to 
the senate the Newlands resolution for the 
annexation of the Hawaiian islands. Mr. 
Davis announces his purpose of calling 
up the resolution tomorrow for considera- 
tion, but as the senate decided later to 
adjourn until Monday, the debate upon 
the resolutions will not begin until that 

time. 

The bill to incorporate the International 
American bank, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Pan-American con- 
gress, which has occupied a greater part 
of the senate’s time this week, was passed 
this afternoon by a vete of 26 to i3. The 
design of the measure is to furnish such 
banking and exchange facilities as will pro- 
mote trade between the United States and 
countries of Central and South America. 

The bill provides that the bank shall have 
@ capital of 35,000,000, and that the capital 
stock may be increased to $25,000,000. 

The institution, in accordance with the 
terms of the bill, shall be under the super- 
vision of the comptrolle® of the currency, 
and in the character of the corporation 
which the bill grants, certain privileges 
are accorded to the incorporators in view 
of advantages which are expected to accrue 
to those interested with trade with foreign 
countries. An amendment provides that 
any coterie of citizens who comply with the 
requirements of the charter may organize 
and establish an international bank.

Raleigh, N. C., June 17.—tSpecial.)\—There 
is a remarkable state of affairs regarding 
the superior court judgeship of the twelfth 
district. Three years ago Judge Norwood 
was elected. He is a republican. -Last 
year he was intoxicated several times on fhe 
bench, and the legislature prepared to im- 
peach him, but it was finally decided that 
this should not be done if he placed his 
resignation in the hands of V. 8.

Last week the judge was 
drunk while traveling and last Monday the 
resignation was sent in by Lusk. 

Up to this afternoon there was a persist- 
ent refusal at the executive office to say 
one word about the matter. Yesterday Nor- 
wood and his attorney went to Aaheville. 
His attorney, speaking for Norwood. said 
Governor Russell has undertaken to de- 
clare the office vacant upon fhe paper in 
Lusk's charge, and what purports to be 
the judge’s resignation. It was denied that 
the gevernor has the right to declare the 
office vacant. This paper, it is contended, 
was given with the understanding that 
no action was to be taken without investi- 
gation, and investigation, Norwood says, 
has not been made. 

Norwood will fight the governor's action 
to the last. If the governor asks appotnt- 
ment, the vafidity of the resignation and 
the manner in which it has been accepted 
will be argued in the courts, It seems that 
Governor Russell heard of thie, for today 
he gave out this statement.

ENGLAND TRAINS CHINA’S NAVY 


Salisbury Says Britons Are Willing To 
Help the Emperor Out. 


London, June 17.—In the house of lords 
today the marquis of Salisbury, replying to 
Lord Connemara, conservative, said her 
majesty’s government was communicating 
with the Chinese government respecting 
the reorganization of the army and navy of 
China. 

The premier added that negotiations re- 
Specting the navy reorganization were more 
advanced and there was every hope that a 
distinguished British officer would make ar- 
rangements with the Chinese government 
whereby he would renew his helf to reor- 
ganize the Chinese navy. 

China, the marquis continued, had shown 
her willingfess to accept British assistance, 
the difficuity lying in her reluctance to give 
a sufficient independent position to the of- 
ficers to enable them to ,overcome tradi- 
tional and deep-seated evils.

Brotherton Says He Struck the Blow

y R. L. Brotherton last night, and as he 

uttered the words he landed a blow 
with his fist Squarely between the eyes of 
Colonel James G. Woodward, alderman 
from the third ward and candidate for 
mayor. 

The attack by Brotherton upon Wood- 
ward is said to be the outcome of the 
municipal race and was brought about by 
cards which Colonel Woodward has been 
publishing about Captain W.-H. Brother- 
ton, the father of the young man who 
struck the biow. 

Last night a few minutes before 10 o’clock 
Alderman Woodward met Patrolman Kitch- 
ens on Marietta street between Broad and 
Peachtree and the two walked together in 
the direction of Peachtree. The alderman 
he said, that Brotherton 
threatened to attack him and it had been 
repéated to the alderman that Brotherton 
had said he would whip him on_ sight. 
When Colonel] Woodward, met the officer the 
latter knew Brotherton was not far off, as 
he had been scen a few minutes before near 
the corner of Marietta and Broad. The 
officer also knew of the threats made by 
Brotherton. 

At the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 
Patrolman Kitchens stopped, as that was 
the limit of his beat. Before he or Colonel 
Woodward was aware of the approach of 
Brotherton, they say, the latter stepped 
up in front of the alderman and said:ie 

“You know what you are,” and as hé sald 
the words he struck Colonel Woodward a 
blow in the face, landing between the eyes. 

Colonel Woodward had on his eyeglasses 
at the time and these caused the blow he 
received to slightly bruise his face. Other- 
wise he was not hurt. 

Brotherton was taken to the police baf- 
racks in the patrol wagon and locked up on 
a charge of drunk and disorderly conduct. 

Although Brotherton was charged with 
being drunk on the city docket, those who 
saw him at the police barracks were of 
the opinion that the was not under the 
influence of liquor. 

Brotherton’s friends say they are indig- 
nant at the idea of his being charged with 
being under the influence of whisky. 

Of the attack on Woodward, Brotherton 
said: 

‘“‘Mr. VMoodward had written a card about 
my father which was untrue and unjust, 
and reflected upon his character, which has 
never before in this commynity been as- 
sailed. I did not attack Mr. Woodward be- 
cause I wished to take up my father’s 
quarrel, but when I saw: Mr.  sgypage si 
the insult came to me suddeflly, and I 
walked up to his face and, addressing him, 
struck him as I believe any son who hon- 
ored and esteemed his father would have 

one.”’

The discussion of the suffrage piark in 
the platform of the national unign, which 
caftsed such a storm and divided the coun- 
cils of the women for the time being, came 
wholly unexpected to the majority of the 
delegates, and many of them formed their 
opinions on the question at issue without 
giving ft much consideration. 

The convention just adjourned was the 
first in five years at which the question 
of woman suffrage was openly discussed 
or even allowed to be mentioned in the de- 
liberations of the body, and it was natural 
that the delegates should have teen some- 
what excited when it was sprung by the 
more advanced and progressive mer. bers. 

Outs#de of the fight made for the recogni- 
tion ef woman’s rights, the convention was 
peaceful and harmonious throughout, and 
nothing occurred to disturb the equilibrium 
of the body. 

The last session of the* convention was 
called to order yestérday morning at 9 
o’clock by the president, Mrs. W. C. Sib- 
ley, of Augusta. 

A number of reports from district presi- 
dents and local unions that had been de- 
layed in preparation were read ard acopted. 

At 11 o'clock the memorial exercises on 
the death of Frances E. Willard, which 
had been postponed until] the Iast session of 
the convention, were begun, and a number 
of touching addresses were delivered by 
the delegates. 

Mrs. W. C. Sibley spoke of the beloved 
leader of the Woman's Christian Teniper- 
anee Union with great fervor. She said in 
part: “Frances Willard will take place in 
the history of the world with the great 
leaders of great movements who have left 
their impress upon humanity. 

“She has done more for'the uplifting 
of woman in the great revolution that has 
been workin in this and other countries, 
than any other person. 

“Her work was labor of love, and -her 
highest desire was to see woman attain 
the position God intended for her to occupy. 

“The funeral] of our dead ieader showed 
more than all else the esteem and love that 
all felt for her alike. For the first time in 
the history of the country the stars and 
stripes were lowered to half mast in honor 
of 2 woman, when the remains of Frances 
Willard passed thréugh Washington. 

‘The greatest tribute we can pay to her 
memory is to carry on the noble work for 
woman she began, and to make the Georgia 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union a 
power and a benediction to the state.” 

At the conclusion of the memorial exer- 
cises the report of the state executive com- 
mittee was read and adopted.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


War Tax Bill, Bond Offerings and Lei- 
ter Collapse Made Exciting Week. 


New York, June 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say in wmor- 


row’'s issue: 

“The pass'ng of the war tax Dill, the 
offerings of bonds and the collapse of Lei- 
ter and cash wheat have made the weck 
somewhat exciting. In spite of some feat- 
ures which cannot be justified the tax 
bill was approved as probably the best 
that cculd be obtained from congress this 
year and gave assurances of needed reve- 
nue for the emergency. Its bond provision 
has alrady called out offers for more than 
three times the amount desired, and it 

robably will prove the most successful 
oan-ever invited by the United States. 
A great victory in the field could hardly 
be more important, especially in its in- 
fluences on foreign opinion. Not tess sig- 
nificant was the excess of exports over 
imports in May by. $56,980,459, making a 
mercantile balance in favor of the United 
States of $571,889,037 fn eleven months of 
the fisca] year, while net imports of sold 
were $102,026,890, though in no previous fis- 
eal year have the net imports of gold ex- 
ceeded $97,466,127 in 1882. 

“Not less important is the official show- 
ing that this nation has supplied to others 
10,158,208 bushels. of wheat and 204,000,600 
busheis of corn in eleven and one-half 
months without checking receipts from 
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\ farms and sees wheat fall 20c in nan week 


because a crop is promised greater than 
the last by 100,000,000 bushels. This de- 
cline woulqd have come sooner had not 
Mr. Leiter looked for larger gains, but 
the benefit to this country by the average 
advance of nearly 25c for the crop on

Frefers To Face Spaniards Rather Than 
Remain in Fulton Jail for Thirty 
Brief Days. 


Tom Butler, of Cherokee county, is prob- 
ably the saddest of all the sad men in 
Fulton county jail today., Butler will have 
thirty days in jail to recover his usual 
happy frame of mind, but the very fact 
that he will have a}l that confinement is 
the cause of his sadness. 

Butler ts one of the moonshiners on whom 
Judge Newman suspended sentence that he 
might join the army. He was convicted of 


making illicit whisky, but when he ex-j| 


pressed the patriotic desire to go and fight 
for his country in preference to staying 
in jail Judge Newman consented to let him 
go and meet the Spaniards. 

The recruiting officer went to the jail to 
exam'‘he the men and those who were able 
to stand the physical examination were 
enlisted. But out of the party of recruits 
one was Goomed to be disappointed, and 
that one was Butler. He looked on the idea 
of shooting at Spaniards as a picnic, and 
when he was told that the army could 
not accept him he wept bitter tears of 
sadness. 

Yesterday he was sentenced to serve a 
sentence of thirty @ays, and the only 
satisfaction that he can get out of the 
war now is to spend his solitary moments 
in figuring up how many Spaniards he 
might have killed if he had enlisted.

Ist. and in h‘s telegram the governor told 
the sheriff if there was fear cf trouble to 
bring Weaver to Atlanta as quickly and as 
quietly as possible. When the hour for the 
hanging arrived Weaver was already on 
his way to the Fulton county jail for safe 
keeping. | 

It was some time last February that Miss 
Jennie Gumn, a daughter of Mr. William 
Gunn, a prosperous farmer of Upson coun- 
ty, Was assaulted by a negro, and she iden- 
tified John Weaver as the man who had 
committed the assault. Weaver had beem 
raised by Farmer Gunn, and he had been 
on the plantation almost continually since 
he was a boy. At the time of tne assault 
Miss Gunn was in the yard by herself, 
all the men being at work in the fields. 

Weaver was arrested, and at the time 
came near suffer’ng the penalty of his crime 
by being strung up on a limb, but wise 
counsel prevailed, and the people were per- 
suaded to let the law take its course. The 
negro was tried and convicted and the judge 
sentenced him to be hanged on June 16th, 
which was two days ago. 

At the last moment the governor decided 
to respite the negro, he believing he had
